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Table 1, below shows the disposition, according to grade of 
occupation, of the total population available and offering for gainful occupae 
tion in July, 1939 and December, 1946, 


The total labour force expanded during the 1939-45 War to a 
greater extent than would have occurred under peace-time conditions = the 
expansion has been estimated to have reached some 80,000 males and 100,000 
females in excess of normal, It was anticipated that with the demobilisation 
of the forces and general return to peace-time conditions, the greater part of 
this abnormal expansion would disappear but only a comparatively small decrease 
has occurred, This fact is particularly interesting in view of the very high 
proportion of married women in the working population compared with pre-war 
days, Thus the total labour force’ in December, 1946, was estimate@ to be 
approximately 3,280,000 or only 74,000 less than in June, 1945, In addition, 
there were in December 1946, 22,100 men and 3,000 women doing full-time 
Reconstruction Training Courses preparatory to resuming or commencing civil 
employment who are not included in Table 1, 


Female Civilians in the labour force (including unemployed) 
numbered 766,400 in June, 1945 and 767,300 in December, 1946, The latest date 
for which details are available as to the conjugal condition of female civilians 
in the labour force is June, 1945, Figures for this date are shown below 
together with corresponding figures derived from the Census, June 1933,

Total occupied civilians numbered 2,255,900 in June, 1933, when 
there were 563,200 persons unemployed, In July, 1939, 2,737,700 civilians were 
occupied and 298,000 were unemployed, It is estimated that in December, 1946, 
there were 3,114,700 occupied civilians or 377,000 more than in July, 1939, There 
were a large number of persons temporarily idle in December 1946 (due to industrial 
disputes and seasonal factors) and the total number of persons (82,700) shown as 
unemployed at that time has since fallen to a very low level as is shown clearly 


by the statistics in Table 3,

Between June, 1945, or just prior to the end of the war, and Decemvcr. 
1946, total occupied civilians in Australia expanded by 17.6%, The percentages for 
each State were: Now South Wales 18.63; Victoria 15.6; Queensland 15.63; South 
Australia 19,0; Western Australia 25,6; Tasmania 19.8%, The Victorian figures 
for December, 1946, were affected by industrial disputes while the Queensland 
figures were affected by seasonal slackness in the meat, sugar and other industries, 
Western Australia showed the greatest expansion and this was related to the 
demobilisation of the Forces to which Western Australia relatively made the greatest
